BP begins capturing some oil from 
Gulf gusher 


able to siphon off 90 percent of 
the leaking oil. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs told reporters on 
Air Force One that the cap is 
taking in more hydrocarbons 
and fewer of the frozen, slushy 
hydrates that gummed up an 
earlier attempt to cap the 
gusher. 

It was a sign of progress 
after several failed attempts by 
the London-based energy giant. 
U.S. officials cautioned against 
being too optimistic, however. 
"They were making some slow 
progress," Gibbs said. 

"I'm long out of the predic¬ 
tion business on this. Everyone 
is hopeful that this works," he 
said. 

Oil sheen and tar balls 
washed ashore on a northwest 


Florida beach crowded with 
holidaymakers in what ap¬ 
peared to be the spill's first im¬ 
pact on the state. 

"You see shells and jellyfish 
and trash, but I've never seen 
oil here. It's crazy," said An¬ 
thony Cross, while walking 
along Pensacola Beach with 
his three daughters, holding a 
child's fishing net full of tar. 

Florida, the so-called Sun¬ 
shine State with a $60 billion- 
a-year tourism industry, has 
been bracing this week for the 
forecasted arrival of the spilled 
oil, which has already hit 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Al¬ 
abama shores to the west. 

BP does not expect to be 
able to fully halt the oil flow 
until August, when two relief 
wells are to be completed. 


Malaria epidemic hits southern 
Venezuela 


VENICE, Louisiana - BP 
began capturing some oil 
spewing from a 46-day gusher 
yesterday after installing a 
containment cap atop a rup¬ 
tured Gulf of Mexico well, as 
tar balls began washing ashore 
on the Florida coast. 

President Barack Obama 
made his third trip to the 
stricken Gulf coast since the 
disaster to keep pressure on BP 
and to listen to residents af¬ 
fected by the worst oil spill in 
U.S. history. 

The crisis, dramatized by 
front-page newspaper photo¬ 
graphs of oil-drenched birds, is 
proving to be a monumental 
test for Obama, who has been 
accused of failing to show 
leadership or emotion as the 
impact of the disaster has 
grown. 

The U.S. Coast Guard said 
the containment cap placed 
atop the gusher a mile beneath 
the Gulfs surface was collect¬ 
ing about 1,000 barrels a day. 

It would take a few days for 
the operation to reach opti¬ 
mum performance, at which 
point the company hoped to be 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP - 
Malaria cases have doubled in 
Venezuela so far this year as 
health officials confront an 
epidemic in a vast southern re¬ 


gion where wildcat gold min¬ 
ers are often infected in remote 
jungle camps. 

Health Ministry statistics 
published this week show 
there have been 21,601 malaria 
cases nationwide so far this 
year, up from 10,758 during 
the same period last year. 

A vast majority of the pa¬ 
tients — 19,750 — were diag¬ 
nosed in southern Bolivar 
state, where government offi¬ 
cials say there is an epidemic. 

Miners in search of gold and 
diamonds have long caught the 
disease by venturing into 
forests where malaria-carrying 
mosquitoes live. Their strip- 
mines destroy patches of forest, 
leaving behind muddy pools 
and water contaminated with 
the mercury they use to sepa¬ 
rate gold from rock. 

Public health officials at¬ 
tribute the rise in malaria cases 
in part to a government-led op¬ 
eration this year in which sol¬ 
diers have evicted thousands of 
miners from their illegal strip- 
mines. 
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Dutch suspect returned to 
Peru to face charges 


LIMA, Peru (AP) - A young 
Dutch man who is suspected in 
the 2005 disappearance of a 
U.S. teenager Natalee Hol¬ 
loway was returned to Peru 
yesterday to face charges in the 
slaying of a woman in his hotel 
room. 

Police in neighboring 
Chile handed Joran van der 
Sloot over to Peruvian Interpol 
agents at the border city of 
Tacna. Officials there put a 
bulletproof vest on the 22- 
year-old and immediately took 
him to a police station for me¬ 
dical tests. 

Van der Sloot said he is in¬ 
nocent in the murder of 21- 
year-old Stephany Flores but 
acknowledged having met her 
at a casino in Peru's capital, 
said deputy Chilean investiga¬ 
tive police spokesman Fer¬ 
nando Ovalle. 

He also remains the prime 
suspect in the disappearance of 
Alabama teen Natalee Hol¬ 
loway on the Dutch Caribbean 
island of Aruba. Flores was 
killed five years to the day 
after Holloway disappeared. 
On Thursday, prosecutors in 
the U.S. charged van der Sloot 
with extortion in connection 
with the Holloway case. 

Wearing the same black- 
hooded sweat shirt and khaki 
pants in which he was arrested 
the day before, van der Sloot 
was handcuffed and placed 
aboard a police Cessna 310 in 
yesterday morning. A fixture 
on television crime shows after 
Holloway's disappearance in 
Aruba, the 22-year-old did not 
speak to or look at reporters 
who called to him yesterday as 
he was escorted onto the plane. 

Van der Sloot, who was 
seen on video with Flores prior 
to her death, fled Peru on Mon¬ 
day, but was captured three 
days later by Chilean police as 
he was headed in a taxi from 
Santiago to the Pacific coastal 
city of Vina del Mar. Police said 
he had rented a room there. 


Flores was found dead late 
Tuesday in the Lima hotel 
room where van der Sloot had 
been staying before he left the 
country. She had a broken 
neck. She was fully clothed, 
with multiple bruises and 
scratches on her body, but 
there were no signs she had 
been sexually assaulted, the 
chief of Peru's criminal police, 
Gen. Cesar Guardia, said. 

"This isn't a coincidence, 
this murder," Flores' father, 
Lima entertainment impresario 
Ricardo Flores, told reporters 
after van der Sloot's arrest 
Thursday. 

Flores, a 48-year-old for¬ 
mer race car driver and some¬ 
time politician, buried his 
daughter Thursday in the up¬ 
scale Jardines de la Paz ceme¬ 
tery accompanied by about 
100 mourners. He called on 
authorities to immediately 
bring van der Sloot to Peru to 
face justice. 

"It's not just about my 
daughter," he said. "There's a 
matter pending in Aruba, and 
we don't know how many 
more remain unpunished." 

Also Thursday, van der 
Sloot was charged in Alabama 
with trying to extort $250,000 
in return for revealing the loca¬ 
tion of Holloway's body and 
describing the circumstances 
of her death. 

Federal prosecutors did not 
say who was allegedly ex¬ 
torted, but filed a sworn state¬ 
ment saying that van der Sloot 
received a partial payment of 
$15,000 wired to a Nether¬ 
lands bank. 

In the Netherlands, Dutch 
prosecutors yesterday said they 
had raided two homes hunting 
for evidence linked to the ex¬ 
tortion charges. They seized 
computers, cell phones and 
data-storage devices in the 
raid, which was carried out at 
the request of U.S. authorities, 
said national prosecutor's of¬ 
fice spokesman Wim de Bruin.

What Are Dog Years? 



Dogs age more quickly than 
humans, and, as many of us 
can attest, sadly don’t stick 
around for the entire life of 
their owners. The "dog year” 
measure is an attempt to 
quantify this difference in 
lifespans - to give an age to 
our furry pets as if they were 
to live as long as humans. 

The most common system 
for calculating a pet’s age in 
dog years is to multiply it by 
seven. The age of a 1-year- 
old Miniature Poodle in dog 
years would be 7 and that of 
a 2-year-old Great Dane 
would be 14. This system as¬ 
sumes an average lifespan of 
humans of 70 years and for 
dogs 10 years. 

Using this multiplier, 
however, has several flaws, 
according to Stanley Coren, 
professor at the University of 
British Columbia who has 
written many books on dogs. 
For starters, 70 years is no 
longer the average lifespan of 
humans, and a dog’s lifespan 
varies depending on its size 
and breed. 

The fatal flaw, according 
to Coren, is that at 1 year old, 


dogs are able to reproduce 
puppies. This is not the case 
for a 7-year-old child. 

Coren has come up with 
his own way to calculate a 
dog’s age in human terms. In 
his system, a 1-year-old dog 
is like a 16-year-old person; 
at 2 the dog is like a 24-year- 
old person; and for the next 
three years until the dog 
reaches the age of 5, each 
year adds five human years. 

Beyond age 5, the dog’s 
size must be accounted for in 
the equation, Coren said. 
Typically, small dogs live 
longer than large ones. To ac¬ 
count for this difference, 
Coren suggests adding four 
years of human life to the age 
of small dogs after age 5, and 
six years for large breeds. 

Using Coren’s system, a 
1-year-old Miniature Poodle 
would be 16 dog years and 
the much larger, 2-year-old 
Great Dane would be 24 dog 
years. When each pup has 
graced the Earth for eight 
’’real” years, the Miniature 
Poodle would be 51 dog 
years, and the Great Dane 
would be 54.

Don't read these as bottom 
line prices, but use the chart 
as a build-it-yourself tool and 
craft your arguments accord¬ 
ingly. Prices for systems and 
components were taken from 
Best Buy, accessed on June 4, 
2010 . 

Points of clarification: The 
PS3 hard drive is user-swap¬ 
pable for anything that meets 
the standard laptop 2.5-inch 
2.5-inch SATA 500GB hard 
drives retail for between $70 
and $90. The Xbox 360 uses 
proprietary Microsoft-en¬ 
closed hard drives and won't 
allow upgrades beyond 
250GB. 

The PS3 uses an internal 
802.1 lb/g wireless chip, 
while the Xbox 360's external 
USB wireless adapter offers 
the more recent 802.1 In spec. 


The PS3's HDMI connec¬ 
tion offers the 1.3a spec, 
which yields higher data 
transfer speeds, a new ex¬ 
panded color format called 
"Deep Color,” automatic 
audio syncing, and Dolby 
TrueHD and DTS-HD Mas¬ 
ter Audio support. The Xbox 
360 supports the older HDMI 
spec 1.2. In practice, the only 
functional difference given 
current TV and broadcast 
limitations would be the 
Dolby/DTS-HD spec, and 
then only in relation to loss¬ 
less, uncompressed audio sit¬ 
uations, such as Blu-ray 
video playback. 

RJ45 is shorthand for Eth¬ 
ernet. CVBS stands for 
"Composite Video, Blanking, 
and Sync” (the lowest quality 
video cable, only a step 
above coaxial RF). YPbPr is 
shorthand for Component 
Video, and refers to the dis¬ 
crete green, blue, and red 
video plugs (component is 
the second-highest quality 
video cable, next to HDMI). 

The Xbox 360 Arcade 
comes with 5 arcade games, 
while the Xbox 360 Elite is 
available in two $400 bundle 
configurations-one with Splin¬ 
ter Cell: Conviction, another 
with Final Fantasy XIII ($60 
each if purchased separately). 
The Elite bundles also include 


a 250GB hard drive (instead of 
120GB), and two wireless con¬ 
trollers (instead of one). 

Both Xbox 360 models 
(Arcade, Elite) come with 
Microsoft's Xbox LIVE Sil¬ 
ver membership, which basi¬ 
cally allows you to create a 
Gamertag and message 
friends. If you want Netflix, 
Facebook, Twitter, and online 
multiplayer support, you'll 
have to upgrade to Xbox 
LIVE Gold, which costs $50 
a year, e.g. $250 for five 
years. The PS3 currently of¬ 
fers online services including 
competitive multiplayer at no 
additional cost (though a 
"premium” service may be in 
the offing). 

Some retailers sell refur¬ 
bished systems for consider¬ 
ably less money. GameStop, 
for instance, sells a 40GB 
PS3 refurbished for $250, a 
120GB PS3 with God of War 
III for $374.97, a model bun¬ 
dled with accessories for 
$379.97, and an 80GB PS3 
refurbished for $270. Factor 
accordingly if you're shop¬ 
ping the used market. 

Remember that the above 
chart doesn't gauge the "soft” 
value of features like Xbox 
LIVE or PlayStation Home, 
or how having a network of 
friends clustered on a given 
system influences purchases.

6-Month Chemo best for early 
breast cancer

Certain popular antidepressants linked 
to cataracts in seniors 


Cataract 



A widely prescribed type of 
antidepressants known as se¬ 
lective serotonin reuptake in¬ 
hibitors (SSRIs) appear to 
boost the risk for developing 
cataracts among seniors, ac¬ 
cording to the first study to 
explore the subject. 

The increase in risk, re¬ 
ported in the June issue of the 
journal Ophthalmology, was 
calculated to be approxi¬ 
mately 15 percent, the re¬ 


searchers found. 

At that rate, 
22,000 Americans 
would theoreti¬ 
cally develop 
cataracts as a result 
of their antidepres¬ 
sant use, the study 
authors noted. 

The research 
team, led by Mah- 
yar Etminan of the 
Vancouver Coastal 
Health Research 
Institute in Cana¬ 
da, analyzed data 
concerning almost 
19,000 patients 
over the age 65, and com¬ 
pared the findings to data 
from 190,000 men and 
women in the same age group 
not taking antidepressants. 

Strong links to cataract 
risk were found for three spe¬ 
cific SSRI drugs: fluvoxam- 
ine (Luvox), venlafaxine 
(Effexor) and paroxetine 
(Paxil), the researchers 
found. Each contributed to an 


elevated risk of 39 percent, 
33 percent and 23 percent, re¬ 
spectively. 

However, rising risk was 
only associated with the cur¬ 
rent use of such medications, 
not prior use, the authors 
noted. 

Etminan’s team further 
observed that not all antide¬ 
pressants appeared to be 
linked to an increased risk for 
cataracts, although they noted 
that the lack of an association 
was not definitive proof that 
there is in fact no risk. 

“The eye’s lens has sero¬ 
tonin receptors, and animal 
studies have shown that ex¬ 
cess serotonin can make the 
lens opaque and lead to 
cataract formation,” Etminan 
said in a news release from 
the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology. “If our find¬ 
ings are confirmed in future 
studies, doctors and patients 
should consider cataract risk 
when prescribing some 
SSRIs for seniors.” 


A six-month chemotherapy 
regimen improves overall 
and disease-free survival 
among women with early 
breast cancer and lymph node 
involvement, when compared 
with two shorter regimens, a 
study shows. 

Sandra M. Swain, MD, at 
the Washington Cancer Insti¬ 
tute at Washington Hospital 
Center, and colleagues com¬ 
pared three chemotherapy 
regimens among 5,351 
women with lymph-node pos¬ 
itive early-stage breast cancer. 

The three chemotherapy 
regimens were: 

A 12-week, four-cycle 
regimen of doxorubicin, cy¬ 
clophosphamide, and doc- 
etaxel. 

A 12-week, four-cycle 
regimen of doxorubicin and 
docetaxel. 

A 24-week, regimen in 
which four cycles of doxoru¬ 
bicin and cyclophosphamide 
were given over the first 12 
weeks, followed by four cy¬ 
cles of docetaxel alone the 
second 12 weeks. 

Women who received the 
24-week sequential 


chemotherapy regimen were 
more likely to survive than 
women given the other two 
chemotherapy regimens, the 
study showed. The 24-week 
sequential therapy also re¬ 
sulted in gains in disease- 
free survival when 
compared to the other two 
chemotherapy regimens. 

The study shows that 
women who developed 
chemotherapy-induced lack 
of menstruation for six 
months or more seemed to do 
better than women who did 
not, regardless of their treat¬ 
ment and whether the breast 
cancer was estrogen-receptor 
positive or negative. Some 
breast cancer cells have re¬ 
ceptors for the hormone es¬ 
trogen and others do not. 

Exactly why lack of men¬ 
struation was protective is not 
fully understood, but it may 
be a marker of the effective¬ 
ness of the treatments. It's 
also possible that suppressing 
the ovaries can have an effect 
on breast cancer, the re¬ 
searchers suggest. The 
ovaries produce the female 
sex hormone estrogen.

SYDNEY, Australia - An Aus¬ 
tralian restaurateur fed up with 
the waste left by diners has or¬ 
dered her customers to eat 
everything on their plates for 
the sake of the earth or pay a 
penalty and not return. 

Chef Yukako Ichikawa has 
introduced a 30 percent dis¬ 
count for diners who eat all the 
food they have ordered at 
Wafu, her 30-seat restaurant in 
the Sydney suburb of Surry 
Hills, that describes itself as 
"guilty free Japanese cuisine."

Wall Street tumbles on jobs data and 
European worries 


NEW YORK - Stocks sank 
yesterday after a disappointing 
May jobs figure, while in¬ 
vestors were spooked by the 
possibility of another debt cri¬ 
sis, this time in Hungary. 

Data showed the U.S. eco¬ 
nomy added fewer-than-ex- 
pected jobs last month, with a 
large portion of those being 
temporary hirings for the U.S. 
Census. 

"There’s no other way to de¬ 
scribe it except flat out disap¬ 
pointing," said Mike 
O'Rourke, chief market strate¬ 
gist at BTIG LLC in New 
York. "Once you get beyond 
the Census numbers, it was 
abysmal." 

The drop of more than 2 
percent in stocks follows Wall 
Street's first back-to-back ad¬ 
vances since late April. Wor¬ 
ries that Europe's sovereign 
debt troubles could spread 
flared again after a Hungarian 
official said the country was at 
risk of a Greek-style crisis, 
driving the euro to a four-year 
low against the dollar. 

Financial stocks ranked 
among the worst performers, 
with both the KBW Banks 
index (.BKX) down 3.51 per¬ 
cent. JPMorgan Chase & Co 
(JPM.N) shed 2.3 percent to 
$38.19, while Bank of Amer¬ 


ica Corp (BAC.N) slipped 2 
percent to $15.50. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average (.DJI) tumbled 259.67 
points, or 2.53 percent, to 
9,995.61. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 Index (.SPX) lost 
29.67 points, or 2.69 percent, 
to 1,073.16. The Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite Index (.IXIC) dropped 
64.89 points, or 2.82 percent, 
to 2,238.14. 

Further exacerbating the 
pressure on Wall Street were 
concerns from Europe about 
Societe Generale's (SOGN.PA) 
derivatives business. The com¬ 
pany said it would not com¬ 
ment on market rumors. 

There have been nine days 
since 1998 when payrolls data 
was reported and the SPDR 
S&P 500 exchange-traded 
fund (ETF) opened down 1 
percent or more, according to 
Bespoke Investment Group. 
On those days, the fund rose an 
average of 1.2 percent from 
open to close. 

The ETF was down 2.7 per¬ 
cent yesterday afternoon. 

Chris Burba, a short-term 
market technician at Standard 
& Poor's in New York, cited a 
support level for the S&P 500 
at 1,070, a recent low for the 
index. If the S&P closes below 
that level, he said, "The risk of 


sustaining a decline beneath 
the February low would in¬ 
crease." 

BP Pic (BP.L)(BP.N) 
avoided a decision on whether 
to pay its next quarterly divi¬ 
dend as it faced heavy political 
pressure to put the payout on 
hold while it fights the oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico. BP's 
U.S.-listed shares fell 4.4 per¬ 
cent to $37.53. 

Dow component McDon¬ 
ald's Corp (MCD.N) slipped 
1.5 percent to $66.83 after it 
recalled 12 million "Shrek"- 
themed drinking glasses. U.S. 
officials warned consumers to 
stop using them because they 
contain the toxic metal cad¬ 
mium. 

The Labor Department said 
the U.S. economy added 
431,000 jobs in May — far 
short of the 513,000 that Wall 
Street had expected. 

Even so, analysts said it did¬ 
n't alter their view that the econ¬ 
omy is stabilizing, with many 
expecting unemployment will 
remain high for some time. 

Decliners were carrying the 
day, outnumbering advancers 
on the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change by a ratio of 8 to 1, 
while on the Nasdaq, about six 
stocks fell on the Nasdaq for 
every one that rose. 


Feds get picky over what makes oil 
'extra virgin' 


Tomato sandwiches may taste 
a little better this summer with 
prices now at rock bottom lev¬ 
els. A surplus has pushed the 
price of tomatoes down to 79 
cents a pound and even lower 
in some areas.

(AP) - Cadmium has been dis¬ 
covered in the painted design 
on "Shrek"-themed drinking 
glasses being sold nationwide 
at McDonald's, forcing the 
burger giant to recall 12 mil¬ 
lion of the cheap U.S.-made 
collectibles while dramatically 
expanding contamination con¬ 
cerns about the toxic metal be¬ 
yond imported children's 
jewelry. 

The U.S. Consumer Pro¬ 
duct Safety Commission, 
which announced the volun¬ 
tary recall early yesterday, 
warned consumers to immedi¬ 
ately stop using the glasses; 
McDonald's said it would post 
instructions on its website next 
week regarding refunds. 

The 16-ounce glasses, 
being sold for about $2 each as 


part of a promotional cam¬ 
paign for the movie "Shrek 
Forever After," were available 
in four designs depicting the 
characters Shrek, Princess 
Fiona, Puss in Boots and Don¬ 
key. 

The CPSC noted in its re¬ 
call notice that "long-term ex¬ 
posure to cadmium can cause 
adverse health effects." Cad¬ 
mium is a known carcinogen 
that research shows also can 
cause bone softening and se¬ 
vere kidney problems. 

In the case of the Shrek- 
themed glassware, the poten¬ 
tial danger would be long-term 
exposure to low levels of cad¬ 
mium, which could leach from 
the paint onto a child's hand, 
then enter the body if the child 
puts that unwashed hand to his 
or her mouth.

The elder Hernandez also 
spoke about Gerardo ‘Ziz- 
inho’ Dos Santos’ expressed 
disappointment. ‘Chicharito’ 
was one of the last players cut 
from the U-17 Mexican na¬ 
tional team that eventually 
won the U-17 World Cup in 
Peru in 2005. 

“It’s not easy to live a sit¬ 
uation like that. I understand 
him as a father because in the 
moment he said what he felt, 
what could be seen and what 
he knew.

To say 
that they know is easy. We 
lived it and it’s very hard.”

The Ivorian Football Federa¬ 
tion have confirmed that cap¬ 
tain Didier Drogba has 
broken his arm but are still 
not ruling him out of the 
FIFA World Cup™. 

Drogba was forced out of 
the Cote d’Ivoire’s warm-up 
game against Japan in Sion 
today in the 17th minute, 
leaving the field clutching his 
right arm. There were fears 
the Chelsea striker would 
miss the FIFA World Cup but 
the federation are confident 
Drogba will be able to play 
some part in the finals. 

A statement released read: 
”He was taken urgently to a 


medical centre in Sion, where 
x-rays revealed a fracture in 
the player’s right forearm 
area. Didier Drogba’s state of 
health is the object of all the 
attention of the Elephants’ 
medical staff and of distin¬ 
guished specialists. The Ivory 
Coast Football Federation 
stress that the striker Didier 
Drogba has not, for the mo¬ 
ment, been ruled out of the 
2010 World Cup.” 

Reports suggested Drogba 
was undergoing surgery. Ear¬ 
lier in the day a national fed¬ 
eration spokesman revealed 
they are awaiting further 
medical tests but claimed 
Drogba could even feature 
when they kick off their FIFA 
World Cup campaign against 
Portugal on 15 June.

Trainer Nick Zito seeks 3rd 
Belmont win in 6 years 


NEW YORK (AP)—No one 
is in more of a New York 
state of mind these days than 
Nick Zito. 

And why not? 

The Brooklyn-born Hall 
of Fame trainer will be look¬ 
ing for his third win in six 
years in the $1 million Bel¬ 
mont Stakes today, and he 
has two of the three favorites 
for the final leg of the Triple 
Crown. 

Ice Box, the Florida Derby 
winner who staged a tremen¬ 
dous rally to finish second in 
the Kentucky Derby, is the 3- 
1 morning-line choice. Fly 
Down, a lightly raced colt 
who blew away the field by 
six lengths in winning the 
Dwyer last month, is the 9-2 
third choice. 

The 142nd running of the 
Belmont may lack Derby 
winner Super Saver and 
Preakness winner Fookin At 
Fucky, but Zito says the Bel¬ 
mont is, well, the Belmont. 

“It’s big,” he said. “It’s a 
classic race. It’s the Bel¬ 
mont.” 

Zito’s pair tops a field of 
12 3-year-old colts and geld¬ 
ings who will try to ace rac¬ 
ing’s “Test of the Champion,” 
a 1 1/2 -mile lap around Bel¬ 
mont Park in the longest of 
the Triple Crown races. 

“It’s a tricky kind of race,” 
Zito said. “Our horses are 
fine with the distance, we just 
want to see if they kick in. 
You have to fire at the right 
time, too.” 



First Dude poses a huge 
threat as the 7-2 second 
choice. Probably the biggest 
horse in the field—he stands 
17 hands tall—the colt 
trained by Dale Romans is 
coming off a gallant runner- 
up effort in the Preakness. 

“The Belmont will be this 
horse’s race because he wants to 
go a mile and a half,” Romans 
said, “and he’ll love the track.” 

First Dude, along with 
Game on Dude and Uptown- 
charlybrown, are candidates 
to set the early pace, while 
Zito’s colts have a similar 
come-from-behind style. 

A hot and muggy day is 
forecast, with temperatures in 
the mid-80s and a 50 percent 
chance of scattered thunder¬ 
storms. 

The rest of the Belmont 
field is filled with long shots, 
but don’t discount the 
chances of 10-1 shots Game 
On Dude, Make Music for 
Me and Uptowncharlybrown. 


Fone Star Derby winner 
Game On Dude is trained by 
Bob Baffert, who saw his 
three Triple Crown attempts 
fall short in the Belmont but 
owns a Belmont with Point 
Given in 2001. 

“It’s sort of wide open,” 
Baffert says. “We’re all 
within five lengths of each 
other. It’s whoever can go the 
mile and a half, that’s what it 
comes down to.” 

As Fly Down’s jockey 
John Velazquez said: “This 
track can be very deceiving. 
You have to know where you 
are. Sometimes it isn’t easy. 
And you have to have a good 
horse who can run that far.” 

Although this field is far 
from vintage—four starters 
have only a maiden win and 
just two have a Grade 1 
win—there are several other 
intriguing story lines: 

— Make Music for Me 
closed strongly to finish 
fourth in the Derby, and gives 
Alexis Barba a chance to be¬ 
come the first female trainer 
to win a Triple Crown race. 

“I enjoy the moment as it 
comes,” Barba said. “I don’t 
look at it in terms of gender. 
If I’m the first woman to win 
it, that’s a bonus.” 

— Uptowncharlybrown, 
third in the Fexington Stakes 
in April in his last start, will 
attempt to raise the spirits of 
principal owner Bob Hutt and 
58 other partners following 
the recent death of the colt’s 
trainer, Alan Seewald.

Melzer 6-2, 6-3, 7-6 (8/6) to 
maintain his record of not 
having dropped a set in this 
tournament. 

Soderling, the Swedish 
fifth seed who was defeated 
by Roger Federer in the 2009 
final, blasted past Tomas 
Berdych of the Czech Repub¬ 
lic 6-3, 3-6, 5-7, 6-3, 6-3 in 
his semi-final. 

Now the Swede, who put 
Federer out in the quarter¬ 
final here on Wednesday, 
stands in the way of Nadal 
capturing a fifth French 
Open, a feat which would 
place the Spaniard just one 
behind Bjorn Borg on the all- 
time list.

"Soderling is playing re¬ 
ally well.

"I was really nervous be¬ 
fore the tournament, but 
today I am more relaxed and 
happy because I am in the 
final where I dreamed of 
being. Physically and men¬ 
tally I am in the best condi¬ 
tion," said Nadal.

Boston Celtics face an uphill 
task to claw their way back 
into the best-of-seven series. 

Although Boston are 
renowned for their gritty and 


physical approach, they were 
totally outplayed in that de¬ 
partment during a 102-89 
loss to the defending cham¬ 
pion Los Angeles Lakers on 
Thursday at a packed Staples 
Center. 

Game Two is in Los Ange¬ 
les on Sunday. Ominously for 
Boston, Lakers coach Phil 
Jackson has never lost a play¬ 
off series in 47 attempts, with 
either Los Angeles or the 
Chicago Bulls, when his team 
has won the opening game. 

"Obviously Game Two is 
very important," said Celtics 
guard Rajon Rondo. "We 
don't want to go back home 
down 0-2 and giving them 
the opportunity to try to 
sneak one of their games in 
Boston and then come back 
here with two games to close 
out." 

Boston will host Games 
Three, Four and, if needed, 
Five before the series would 
return to Los Angeles for 
Games Six and Seven.

BOGOTA, Colombia - Co¬ 
lombian presidential candidate 
Juan Manuel Santos has a 
commanding lead against two- 
time Bogota Mayor Antanas 
Mockus for this month's se¬ 
cond round election, according 
to a new poll published yester¬ 
day. 

Santos, a former defense 
minister, had 61.6 percent of 
the intended votes against 
Mockus with 29.8 percent, ac¬ 
cording to the Centro Nacional 
de Consultoria poll published 
in El Tiempo newspaper. 

Santos won a solid first 
round victory on May 30, ma¬ 
king him the favorite to be 
elected as successor to Presi¬ 
dent Alvaro Uribe on June 20 
when Colombians vote in the 
run-off. 

Most polls before first 
round had shown Santos and 
Mockus, who ran on an anti¬ 
corruption platform, tied for 
the election. But Santos won 
47 percent of the vote while 
Mockus received 22 percent. 

Polls may have under-rep¬ 
resented rural areas where 
Santos was seen as the 
stronger candidate.
